Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are drawn to the newly 
amended claims. Applicant argues the claims as amended are allowable over Oracle in view of Austin because the prior art fails to teach 
an import filter. The previous office action rejected this limitation under "admitted prior art" as outlined in the rejections of the previous 
office action. Applicant argues the prior art fails to disclose automatically converting embedded data while the document is loaded into 
memory. Examiner disagrees. The conversion process as taught in Austin is accomplished while a data stream is loaded into memory. 
Applicant's insistence that the word "then" implies the conversion takes place after all of the memory has been stagnantly stored in 
memory is misplaced. The word "then" means that the next step in the method calls for conversion. Applicant argues the new limitation of 
identifying a second format in a lookup table is not taught. This new feature requires further search and/or consideration by the Examiner.
